Beet Lien Act Introduced 
in Alberta Hous q

An important bill giving a pri 
ority lien on 


land of sugar beet 
growers to companies or persons 
advancing the meney for seed or 
labor in sugar beet growing was 
introduced in the legislature Tues- 
eay afternoon by Premier J. E. 
Bro\ynloe. The bill is intended to 
aid the Raymond sugar beet fact¬ 
ory. 

Entitled the “Beet Lien Act” 
the bill provides that such liens are 
not to exceed 551 an acres, are to 
have priority’over ull other encum¬ 
brances and need not be filed or 
registered. 

The full text of the act which is 
a short one follows: 

"1. This act may bo cited as 
“the bdet lien act"*' 

“2 (1) Any company or person 
supplying beet seed or advancing 
money for the purchase of beet 
seed to a grower of beets, or furn¬ 
ishing labor for the sowing of beet 
seed, or advancing money for pay 
ing for such labor, shall have a lien

Ottawa.— The imperial shipping 
committee, in an interim report on the 
carrying of Canadian cattle to the 
United Kingdom, recommends: 

(1) —That facilities should onco 
more* be provided for landing cattle 
at London, Hull and possibly other 
ports. 

(2) —That, the British and Cnna- 
dion Governments should consult in 
regard to the regulations governing 
the shipment and landing of Cana¬ 
dian cattle with a view, if possible, to 
the removal of impediments which 
contribute to an Increase in the cost 
of carrying Canadian cuttle. 

The matter was brought before the 
imperial shipping eommiMeo by Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, minister of agricul¬ 
ture, in a letter which stated that the 
ocean rate of freight on store cattle 
from Canada to the United Kingdom 
left little profit to the producer and 
thus Furiously checked the growth in 
the export trade in cattle from Can¬ 
ada. A subcommittee visited Can¬ 
ada and took evidence in Winnipeg. 

Subsequently, the report recites,

Showing ;he Effect of Humidity on 
Artificial Incubation 

The evaporation of nfmtsturo from 
lh** egg ilurinK the process of Incuba¬ 
tion is perhaps the molt Important 
factor affecting artificial incubation tn 
arid, semi arid and liigh altitude 
regions. When dry or cool weather 
pievalls evaporation is the cause of 
many poor hatches. In order to find 
a remedy, experiments hare been con¬ 
ducted for some years at tlie • Xpert* 
mental farm at Let bridge, Alta., from 
which it was found that the rate of 
evaporation can he successfully con¬ 
trolled by regulating the humidity of 
the air iu tin* incubator. It is easy 
to gt*t the humidity desired by hanging 
a moistened pad. made of burlap wrap¬ 
ped around a shingle, near the radiator 
pipes under the top of the incubator. 

In a circular describing the experi¬ 
ments, w hich may be obtained free 
from the Publications Branch. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, tin* au¬ 
thors state that the best results are 
obtained when the relative humidity 
is between 50 and 60 per cent, for the 
first two weeks, and somewhat drier 
until the nineteenth day. then again 
brought up to from 50 to p r cent. 
Indeed, during the three years of In¬ 
vestigation It was found that only one- 
hall as many eggs wire required to 
produce a chick with 50 to 60 per 
cent, relative humidity as are required 
with 35 per cent.

The telescope of a survey ing lustru- 
ment permits tin* instrument to I>e ac¬ 
curately pointed in a given direction., 
tn this way it performs tho same 
function as the sights of a rifle with 
far gr ater precision, of course, than 
would ever bo possible with bare 
right**. Indeed, before the Invention 
of thK telescope, astronomers and 
surveyors had to employ bars fitted 
with sights to make their observations. 

Telescopes, like people, may be good 
or had. It Is necessary that the sur¬ 
veyor be provided only with good ones 
if he is to make accurate maps. 

In connection with the work of map 
ping our Dominion carried on by the 
lopogiaphic.il survey, department of 
the interior, a physical testing labora¬ 
tory is maintained at Ottawa where, 
among other things, the telescopes of 
all instruments intended to be used 
by the surveyors are tested before 
they are accepted from the Instrument 
makers.

WORSHIPPERS OF THE SUN GOD

I on* ago, under the shadow of the 
Canadian Pacific Rockies, the 
western Indians worshipped the sun 
with strange and barbarous rites 
It was the custom of the red man of 
the plains to bow down in homage 
each year in worship to the friendly 
orb that gave him light to see, 
strength to hunt, power for battle, 
warmth when he was cold, and in 
a!) ways enhanced his progress 
through the countless nges of his 
being 

Whole tribes gather together now 
during the month of midsummer, 
upon some spot on which the sun 
shines every moment from sunrise 
to sunset, to worship and be blessed 
in the sight of the sun god. An In¬ 
dian woman, selected by the Head 
Men of the tribes, embodies the 
human sacrifice of all those gather¬ 
ed. She sits in the sun dance lodge 
for four days and four nights and 
every two hours of this time her 
head is sprinkled with ashes. The 
woman does not eat or drink and i* 
guarded by the five highest priest?, 
or witch doctors of the tribe, who 
sing and chant monotonously nil rh* 
time Whistle? are hV*- - 
toms beaten. All so that .a. .. v 


i lor in* 

rr.an should not close her eyes in 
sleep. 

The sun-worshippers include the 
mightiest of the Indian tribe*, the 
Blackfeet, Sionys, Piegans. and Sar- 
sees. They have a heritage of noble 
blood in their veins. 

Throughout the ages, despite the 
apparently civilizing influence of 
the white man, they have retained 
their form of worship. Many of 
these Indians are Christians. They 
attend regular church services 
Many of them are well educated and 
speak English with a fluency which 
would astonish the average white 
man. But in their secret hearta 
they know, they feel they have been 
unable to eradicate the beliefs and 
superstitions in which they were 
submerged for centuries, before the 
Canadian Pacific Railway bored its 
way through the mountain* of gran¬ 
ite and brought the white man with 
hit superior standards of life. 

Once s year the Indians shed the 
conventional raiment of the white 
man. which they have adopted, and 
gather to dance around tne camp- 
v’here offering* are burnt a*

speeches. From all parts of tho 
camp come the sounds of tom toms, 
war drums, medicine pipe drums, 
and many other forms of instru¬ 
ments which the Indian believea will 
help hia cause to receive the bless¬ 
ings of the sun god. As the smoke 
rises heavenward from the fires, the 
priests chant weird hymns, their 
intics become wilder and wilder, 
their movements faster. 

Then, as the darkness breaks and 
the chill, grey dawn slowly spreads 
over the scene, all becomes still. 
The Indians sleep. But they rise at 
seven or eight o'clock and spend the 
day preparing for the next night. 
And so the festivities continue for 
two weak*.
